2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
amendment has cancelled all previously rejected claims. A continued search of the 
prior art has failed to reveal a demonstration of a cooling system or method for providing 
cryogenic cooling fluid to an apparatus specifically comprising a first and second 
passive cold storage device connected serially on a fluid communication feed line 
between the apparatus and a re-circulation device wherein at least one of the passive 
cold storage devices comprises a porous matrix of material which directly contacts 
cryogenic cooling fluid passing therethrough. US 5749243 (Lester), as relied upon 
previously, teaches a similar system and method comprising a single passive cold 
storage device located between an apparatus to be cooled and a re-circulation device, 
but fails to disclose the claimed second passive cold storage device and fails to suggest 
the use of a porous matrix of material. On the contrary Lester expressly teaches the 
use of a reservoir of cryogenic fluid as the cold storage device, which is considered 
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substantially different from the claimed porous matrix. Likewise US 6640552 B1 
(Rampersad et al.). also previously relied upon, teaches a cooling system comprising a 
single cold storage device consisting of a liquid bath of refrigerant. Because the prior 
art has failed to clearly teach a system or method comprising the claimed plurality of 
passive cold storage devices wherein at least one is a porous matrix of material that 
directly contacts the cryogenic cooling fluid passing therethrough, Applicants 1 claimed 
. invention is considered allowable.
